"Those students who bring thel.- 
lunches to college every day," Cre- 
peau said, "are invited lo eat them 
in the Reading Room." "It they 
wish to purchase coffee or milk 
in the Grill Room to eat with their 
lunch, they may lake them up to 
the Reading Room." - 

"The only reason that these stu- 
dents whO 'Carry their lunches' were 
a.<kcd to eat them in the Reading 
noom," Crepeau slated, "was to al- 
low the sludcnU who bought their 
whole meal at the Grill Room some 
space In which to cat. This Is ob- 
vious to anyone who has eaten at 
the Grll) Room any time between 
12 and 2, In the afternoon."

Calling for an end to war, the .;_v,r.J....i 
Rev. Clarence • Duffy urged the 
formation of a "mighty league of 
non-combatants" in his address be- 
fore the Student Labour Cliib In a 
packed Union Baljroom on Friday! 
afternoon. 

The mcoilng, which reached Its 
climax in Ihc (lucstion period which 
followed the cleric's speech and 
attended' by "more than '300 people, 
was also 'supported by the • Student 
Christian; Movement ^and the Uni- 
larlafi^CUibl- 

If ihe'piain common p^iople would 
get tc^ether, he said, and say "we' 
will not go to war" then pcacej 
would at last come to the W9rldr 
Father Duffy continued: • ' ', 
"I believe In freedom to worship'

gaye'^oiS'P'ihat freedom and no] 
police power can take it away from

"Eat a good breakfast" is a phrase 
that has been tossed about for a 
number of years. Persons in the 
know have long promoted a good 
breakfast for everyone. Now it has 
been scientifically proved that If 
you do eat a fair, sized breakfast 
you will do better work. 

The . basis for this', statement 
comes from Pennsylvania' State 
College' medical school. At this 
school i group of women were 
used as subjects in experimental 
work under 'controlled (ronditlons. 
The .scientists wanted to find out 
if there were a difference in the 
reaction time, output of work, and 
tremor of a person if that person 
had or had not eaten a good break- 
fast. *. " • 

To measure tlic work output a 
cycle-like machine called crgo- 
nicter was used. To show the re- 
action time of the women a aeries 
of lights and a timing machine 
was used. To measure the muscul-.ir 
f.itiRuc after exertion in thi.i case 
In show the trembling of the out- 
stretched arm, another electrical 
machine was used. 

After months of testing^ these 
résuKs appeared; without break- 
fast, the output goes down, reac- 
tions arc slower, and trcipor in- 
creases: with brcnkfa.':!, output 
ijlgreater, reactions are faster, and 
tremor goes down. 

.n other words, when you eat ~ a 
fii od breakfast you are more llkn- 
]\ to do cyeryllilns that try 
nmch better. You' will be calmer, 
steadier, and much sharper In youi 
thinking.

Ethics and Modern 
Novel Lecture Theme 

On Tuesdy evening, Jnuary 31, 
Hugh MacLennan, noted Canadian 
author, will address the Phllosu 
phical Society on the subject, 
"Ethic; and the Modern Novel 
The mccling of the Society Is to 
be held in the Common Room at 
Douglas Hall at 7.00 p.m. and Is 
open to all those intercslcd. 

Born in Nova Scotia, Hugh Mac 
Leiian is pcrliaps the foremost 
Canadian writer today. He has 
written three novels, of which the 
second, "Two Solitudes,", won the 
Governor-General's Fiction Award, 
while the most recent, "The Pre- 
cipice." has won critical acclaim 
both in Canada and in the United 
States. Last'' year, his newest 
book. "Cro.'i.'-Counlry," was pub- 
lished — a book of essays dealin? 
with the basic nature of Canada 
as, a natjon, j^rticularly as. con- 
trasted with-* that ' of . rlhe •United 
States. 

A ' graduate of Ualhnusic Uni- 
vcrflty, .MacLennan was awarded 
a Rhodes Scholarship, on which he 
took his M.A. at Oxford. Subse- 
quently, he completed a doctorate 
at Princeton University. While he 
was a teacher at Lower Canada 
College, he wrote his first novel, 
"Barometer Rising." which led to 
his receiving a Guggenheim Fel- 
lowship.

Whether Father Duffy.'s ' appearance in 
Ottawa has promoted the cause of peace or not, 
is a question on which few will agree. But iiis 
visit and the "peace rally" at which, he spoke 
illust'.atcd both good and bad reactions in the 
"^'eommunily that, for intelligent persons con- 
^^f/cerried with the problem of peace and war, will 
■ 'provide much food for «fleclibn. ■ The case 
argued by Father Duffy and his associates, not- 
i- ; ably the Rev. James G. Endicott, is one that is 
r not only unpopular but one that strikes most 
piopin, as unlikely to achieve results. The iii- 
V:.;8thiction to love one's enemies, as a political 
|V. platform, would seem to require in the first in- 
^^^itance a willingness to love those hear at hand 
•^:Who disagree, as well as those in distant places 
whose political doctrines arc repugnant to dc- 
tiiocracy and subvcrîi^Iffii'libeTly. But that is 
a problem for the indiyiduars conscience and, in 
^Jands where liberty of conscience exists, there 
' ihùîf remain. . 



• Father Duffy's meeting,' as minor disturbances 
at it havf shown, has been regarded as provoea- 
(ive of some elements of the Ottawa community. 
It W.1Ï in itself a test of freedom, ami to Ot- 
tawa's credit, the community has survived the 
test well. Father Duffy hai been free to state 
his case, to appeal for funds and to hold his 
meeting and 'depart with no more heckling than 
any campaigner. couUI expect.
